THE “ LOONGSANG” CASE. 


COLLECTOR HEAVILY FINED, 


The Manila Times of the 28th inst. prints 
the result of the sequel to the Lovngsany case, 
which was fully reported in these columns. 
The journat states :— . 

By his refusal to recognize the Court of Iirst 
Instance of this cay, Collector of Customs’ 
Shuster appears to have galten hinsel( into 
very deep water, This morning, after imposing 
upon the Collector a fine of 500 pesos for con- 
tempt, Judge Sweeny ordered him’ to disiniss 
his suits in the Court of Customs Appeals and 
to appear before the First Instance Court by 
y o'clock to-morrow frorning to answer whether 
or not the Court's order had been complied 
with, under the penatty of going to jail for non- 
coin plisiiice, It appeas that Collector Shuster 


how he treated the others, and notified the 
court that the suits or complitints i in the Court 
of Appeals have been clismissed. Meantine 
Collector Shuster has notified the Court of his 
Intention to appeal from the judgment againot 
him with its fine-of five hundred pesus, ‘the 
whole matter will therefore be passed upon by. 
the Supreme Court. After giving 4 review of 
the case leading up to the present imbroglio, 
Judge Sweeny says: “Secton z of Act of 
Congress of July 6, 6884, under which the de- 
fendant claimed to levy this fine [upon Captain 
Weigall, of the Loangsing.—Ed.] is as fallaws+ 

“Section 2, That the master of any vessel 
“who shall knowingly bring within the United 
“ States on sdch vessel,“and dand or attempt to 
“Jand or permit to be landed any Chinese 
“Jabourer fram any fnreign port or.place, shall 
“be deumed guilty of a misdem anotr, and on 
“conviction thereof shall be punished’by a fine 

“of not wore than $509 for and every 
“Chinese labourer so breugh dinay also be 
“imprisoned fora term not exceeding one year." 

There is nothing whatever in defendant's

Courty hence it tends‘ to aggravate rather than 
mitigate the offence, The defendant was ad- 
vised that he should not institute said suits in 
defiance of said order of this Court. If the 
order had been ‘ambiguous or doubtful it was 
his duty to come into cotirt and ask for a 
ronstruction of i’, and if so desired move the 
court for a modification of the order, This 
Court scannot permit the defendant to yo 
unpunishéd, It is therefore ordered by the 
Court that defendant be and he is hereby fined 
the sum of Five Hundred Pesos ($500 Mexi- 
can), which he will pay in to the Clerk of this 
Court on or before. g’o'clock May 19th, 1903, 
und he is also ordered to dismiss said two suits 


or before nine o'clock am. May 19th, 1903, 
and in the event of bis failure to do both on or 
before the close of suid haur, the Sheriff of the 
City of Manila is ordered to take charge of 
defendant and confine him in prison until be 
complies with this order, 

“The Court desires to add that in his 
opinion the question of the jurisdiction of thi 
Court to administer the Customs law: ‘of the 
Philippire Islahds is not involved in this. The 
Court being of the opinion that the defendant's 
seizure of the plaintiff's vessel Leangsang was 
‘without colour of legal authority and that the 
jurisdiction of this Court was invoked to 
restrain the defendant from an unwarranted 
interference with plaintiff's property.” 

Commenting on the decision the journal 
States:—Judge Sweeny holds that the Collector 
exceeded his powers in attempting to impose a 
fine upon the Looagsang, and reiterates the 
principle that no man can be deprived of his 
life, liberty, or property without due process of 
‘law. The judge points the way by which the 
Collector may proceed against offenders of the 
kind he claimed the Leongsang ta be, but 
absolutely denies him the right to act in the 
manner he sought to. This is a great victory 
for Americanism and the commercial interests: 
of Manila:. The journal has contended that. if 
the collector: of customs had this remarkable 
power that he claimed and frequently used, it 
should be taken from him by legislation and 
vested i in court,. It is simply nat American to
